Kiug 
James did not win. but he was "pulled double” at 
the end to permit Fayette, his stablemate. to tinisli 
first, while he beat Far West, the third horse, with 
ridiculous ease. S. C. Hildreth had failed to make 
any declaration before the race and after the run- 
ning of the race lie was ealied into the stund hv tin- 
stewards and questioned as to his reason for stopping 
Kiug James in favor of Fayette. Ou^ the face of it 
it would appear I hat lie wished to avoid a five-pounds 
penalty that would have been incurred h.v his vic- 
tory. No action was taken in the matter, but it is 
likely that a tine will he imposed. While both o! 
tlie 'Hildreth horses greatly outclassed the ' others 
and the race was very impressive. Fayette came out 
of the running lame and it is possible that he will 
have to lie laid away for a time. It was Guy 
Fisher, winner of the Excelsior, that made tin- 
pace and when he went the first three-eighths in 
344 and tin- half in 4f.J. jockey Dugan took King 
James hack, though tin- big son of Plaudit could 
easily have gone to the pacemaker. The track was 
still 'slow from tin- rain of yesterday and the race 
was a very fast one considering its condition.

The remainder of the 
field finished strung out. lionau jumped oil into the 
lead as usual witli the rising of t lie barrier and 
essayed tin- forcing of a fast pace. Approaching 

it:c stretch turn at the end of the first mile Joe 
M orris and Fighting Bob seemed to draw level. The 
lusty-throated Kentuckians, ls-lieving Honan dime 
for. made the welkin ring with their cheers. 

Hardly had they straightened for the drive to 
die finish than Honan drew into a commanding lead. 
Then it was the Tennesseeans’ turn to cheer. In 
tlie last eighth Honan began to tire and Joe Morris, 
clinging to his task with bull-dog determination, 
gained slowly hut steadily. At the last sixteenth 
jsist Fighting Bob and Boola Booia. the latter hav- 
ing saved much ground into the stretch, also began 
to threaten the leaders seriously. Herliert kept 
In.uau t<> his task and. though tiring, the gallant 
son of Woolsthorpe — *AI Ixnie held on tenaciously 
cud passed the judges a little more than a neck in 
advance of Joe Morris. 

The failure of Joe Morris was a keen disappoint- 
ment to Ids connections. It h Hiked as if he tried 
to run out on the first turn and prop slightly near 
toe end. Boola Boola was g wt ng sfivmgest of the 
quartette at the finish and would have woo had the 
distance tieen a trifle greater. Tt slay's successful 
opening is without parallel in the history of Kentnrky 
racing. Tlie free fielders invaded the track before 
nine a. in. seeking vantage |H>iuts. Tlie niHin hour 
foiind a steady stream of humanity la-nt on reaching 
(lie Downs. Transportation facilities were excel- 
lent ami little or no confusion ensued at the gates. 
Before 1:30 not a seat iu the spacious grandstand 
was to la- had and the overflow swiftly filled the 
lawn, tietting ring and paddock. 

In the clubhouse society held sway. Kentucky’s j 
liest element mingling with representative people | 
from other stat<-s. Everywhere good nature pre- 
vailed. the orderly behavior of the crowd furnishing 
a tribute to racing. Every walk of life was repre- 
sent c-d, politicians, bankers, merchant!*, lawyers, 
clerks and even tlie clergy rubbed elbows and seemed 
to take keen delight in the sport. Tlie Derby, of 
<-ourse. held the chief interest, but the ether laces 
were by no means neglected, as evidenced by the 
tremendous volume of speculation. In both the 
mutuels and auction pails there were more first-time 
lull runs than ever before. They came froau all sec- 
tions of the country— New York. Baltimore. Chicago, 
Cincinnati. Memphis. Nashville, l.exington. Indian- 
apolis and even Jacksonville. Tampa ar.d other 
Florida cities being represented. 

The auction jhhiIs were a favorite medium for 
s|*eculation by the big players. The mutuel ma- 
chines established a new record. The play was well 
diversified iii all tlie races and the winners i«uid well. 
Ideal weather contributed to the enjoyment of the 
spectators. The racing was interesting throughout 
and fast time was recorded in a majority of cases. 
Round the World and King's Daughter .equaled tlie 
existiug track records in winning their respective 
races.

COLSTON LAMENTS WALDO’S MISHAP. 



Louisville. Ky.. May 10. — Raleigh Colston, the i 
trainer of Waldo, was keenly disappointed over the i 
disability which prevented his charge from going 
to the post iu the Kentucky Derby. "When I was 
a bov riding races. I cherished an ambition to ride 
a winner of the Kentucky Derby.” said he. ”1 
had mounts in the first and second running of the 
Derby, nut was not fortunate enough to win. When 
1 began traiuing horses I said to myself: ‘llow I 

would like to train a Kentucky Derby winner.’ All 
these years I have hoped that I would some day 
saddle the horse that would carry off that grand 
prize. Until a week ago I was as certain as mortal 
mau can l>e that I had all hut achieved my ambi- 
tion. Waldo, gentlemen, is a race horse, the best 
of the eligitdes to the Derby of this year. Why. 
there is not one in the field that went to the post 
today that could head him at any stage of the mile 
and a quarter journey. If he had not developed that 
loot trouble, it would liave been Waldo first at 
every ]M>st. Why. he would have killed them off in 
tlie first quarter and would have come home at ins 
ease. Waldo ean outrun Sweep a quarter of a mile 
ami there are no Sweeps starting in the Derby. It 
is a pitv that lie is lame, a great pity.” 

"But." Raleigh, there are other years and you 
have some ginni colts in your stable.” said Judge 
Charles F Price. "Maybe you’ll win next year.” 
“Yes. sir. judge, that's true: may lie I will train 
the winner next year,” replied the disap|»ointed 
trainer. "But Waldo was a cinch this year, aud 

maybe 1 won’t have a horse that is as good next 
year. 1 never expect to have such a chance again.” 
He said this in such a manner and tone as to 
arouse tlie sympathetic feelings of several turfmen
